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BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) — A former president 
and army commander accused 
of masterminding a bloody re- 
pression will go on trial for 
ordering the kidnap, torture 
and murder of hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of Argen- 
tines. 

Gen. Jorge Videla, who 
overthrew former President 
Isabel Peron in 1976 and led a 
three-man military junta until 
1981, was detained Wednesday 
and taken to an army base 
outside Buenos Aires after 
four hours of testimony before 
Argentina’s highest military 
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court. 

The Supreme Military Tri- 
bunal announced Thursday 
night Videla’s status was “‘rig- 
orous preventive custody,” 
meaning the court believes 
there is enough evidence to 
restrict movements of the 
former president until his 
trial. 

Videla and eight other 
former junta members are 
charged with ordering a cam- 
paign of repression against 
leftists during which hundreds 
of people were killed and at 


least 8,800 adults and children’ 


disappeared and were believed 


to have been tortured and 
killed. 

The civilian supreme court 
Thursday rejected an appeal 
by the nine former junta mem- 
bers, who had objected to 
being tried by the Supreme 
Military Tribunal. The deci- 
sion paved the way for the 
military court to proceed with 
their trials.

The passengers were put up in 
a former Hilton hotel in Tehran 
for their first night of freedom 
after a 47-hour ordeal.

Farach told a Senate subcom- 
mittee Thursday that Humberto 
Ortega, the brother of junta 
leader Daniel Ortega, and Cuban 
Defense Minister Raul Castro ar- 
ranged a Colombian-Bolivian-Ni- 
caraguan narcotics network in 
September 1981 in Managua, Nic- 
aragua.
